At a regular meeting of the Board of 
Transportation Commissioners, J. C. Beer- 
stecher, Commissioner for the Second Rail­ 
road District, offered the following report, 
which was adopted by the Commission : 
To his Excellency, George C. Perkins, Governor: 
On the 4th of February we had the honor of sub- 
mittiug our first report to your Excellency. In that 
report we showed that the labors of the Board had 
during the first nine months of its orga- ization been 
devoted to the acquisition of information regarding 
the subjects upon which it was required to legis­ 
late» but that owing to the illness of one of the 
Commissioners It bad not been possible to make an 
exhibit of the conclusions reached by us. Since that 
report was prepared we have been engaged in care­ 
ful consideration cf the existing freight aud passen­ 
ger rates on the railroads of California, with a view 
to their reductiou wherever possible. And we now 
present you with a list of tables showing a series of 
reductions in freight rates which we have adopted 
at a regular meeting of the Board; and from 
which we have the 
best 
reason to be­ 
lieve 
that 
the public will derive signal 
benefits. 
The reductions made 
by us iu 
freight rates affect a large class of articles, viz., 
wheat, wool, hides, wood, hay, and other low-price 1 
but largely-raised produce dependent upon cheap 
transportation for successful production. We have 
not as yet made any changes in the bulk of the 
charges on general merchandise. Such reductio: s 
may appear feasible hereafter. The tendency of 
railroad development has thus far been toward the 
diminution of charges in proportion to the 
growth of business. In this way three considerable 
and general reductions in freight tariffs have suc­ 
ceeded one another on the Central Pacific and 
leased lines within the oast five years. We have 
adopted the existing rates on general merchandise 
as the minimum rates, and we have not thought it 
advisable for the present to make any changes iu 
the passenger tariff now in operation. The reasons 
for our course in this respect are such as must 
commend themselves to candid judgments. 
On catering upon the duties of our cilice we fouud 
ourselves impelled by a popular demand for sweep­ 
ing reductions in freights and fares, and vested with 
power so comprehensive and extensive tiiat the roost 
arbitrary changes were possible to us. But the 
moment we began to investigate the subject before 
us, with a new to the carrying out of the supposed 
popular desire, we were compelled to realize that 
arbitrary and blind action could not be taken with­ 
out puttiug at risk the interests of the public 
equally with those of the railroads. We discovered 
that the mutuality of interest between the producers 
and the transportation agents was in fact so much 
more intimate than had been generally recognized, 
that it would be absolutely impossible for us, lick­ 
ing the necessary knowledge, to strike at one with­ 
out endangering the other. And when in our search 
for information we examined the labors of our pred­ 
ecessors in this and other Sta'cs, we learned that 
they had one and all had the same experience, and 
that one and all had, however slowly or reluctantly, 
been forced to the same conclusion, viz , that arbi­ 
trary regulation of rail! oad charges was not alone 
unjust to the railr. ads, but full of danger and in­ 
jury to the public. It may be interesting to quote, 
iu this connection, a pertinent paragraph from the 
report of our predecessors In office, Messrs. Stone- 
man, Doyle and Smith. These gentlemen say (p. 
14): “ A proposition to fix by law the rates of 
11 freight cn each commodity transported, isa pro- 
*• posal to determine the proportion in which the 
“ difference in terminal values shall be divided be­ 
" tween the producer and the carrier, and to value 
** the share allotted to the latter in advance. But 
“ difference of terminal values is so utterly diff r- 
“ ent in the case of the innumerable variety of 
41 different commodities carried; so various, even 
“ jnthecase of the same commodity, with seas n, 
“ place and circumstance; is so dependent, in many 
44 instances, on the course of market values abroad, 
“ which fluctuates even from day to day, that it is 
“ simply impossible to frame a tariff based on such 
“ division which will not prove either ineffectual on 
44 the one hand, or unjust on the other.” 
These aud similar conclusions we found to be for­ 
tified by every step of our own researches. The 
complexity of the situation, the instability of its 
factors, the necessity of taking into account consid­ 
erations which cu ld not be dealt with save on the 
spur of the moment, the relations of particular 
Interests to the general interest, the equities of the 
case on both sides, the main elements of the cost of 
transportation and of the remunciation of ser­ 
vice—all and each convinced us that to undertake 
a classified tariff from a standpoint which practi 
cally ignored some of the most vital factors of rail­ 
road management, would be simply to involve the 
whole situation in confusion, and to give to the 
opponents of regulation a plausible argument 
against any f arther experiment in that direction. 
We were satisfied, in fact, as all who have seriously 
studied this subject have become fati-fied, that it 
could not be approached with any hops of a satis­ 
factory solution unless it was approached with a de­ 
termination to hold the balance evenly between the 
interests concerned, and to seek eq .¡table and not 
arbitrary settlements of all issues in dispute. To 
the end that these objects might be secured we 
therefore adopted resolutions to the following effect, 
in full Board, and by a unanimous vote : 
WniCRRAS, The Constitution has vested in '.his 
Board pow’ers of a legislative, judicial and execu­ 
tive,character, in reference to transportation within 
this State, viz: the power to establish rates of 
charges for transportation of passengers ar d freight 
by raiir-'&d and other transportation companies, 
and to that end the power of issuing 9tibpenH8 and 
all other necessary processes ; the power of hearing 
and determining complaints against the railroaos 
ai d other transportation compaiits, aud to that 
end to send for persons and papers, to &droini>ter 
oaths, to take testimony, and to punish for con­ 
tempt of orders and processes in the same manner 
and to the same extent as Courts of record, and to 
enforce decisions and correct abuses through the 
medium of Courts, and to order a prescribed and 
uniform system of accounts to be kept by all such 
corporations and companies ; and whereas, the Con­ 
stitution dec arcs that i very railroad or other trans­ 
portation company whicli shall fail or refuse to con­ 
form to such rate* as shall be established by this 
Board, or shall charge rates in excess thereof, or 
shall fail to keep their accounts in accordance w th 
such system as this Board shall prescribe, shall lc 
fined not exceeding $20,000 for such offense; that 
any officer, agent or employe of any such cc»rpora 
tiou or company who shall demand or receive rates 
in excess of the rate9 established by this Board shall 
bo fined not exceeding $5,000, or be imprisoned not 
exceeding one year ; and whereas, the Constitution 
further declares that the rates of fares and freights 
established by this Board shall be deemed conclu­ 
sively just and reasonable in all controversies, civil 
and criminal, to which corporations and companies 
may b^ome parties; and whereas, the course of 
procedure established in the creation of this Board 
differs from methods heretofore in use for the ad­ 
justment of individual aud property rights, viz: 
intervention of juries and review* by other tribu­ 
nals : therefore be It 
Resolved, That in determining rates of charges for 
transportation of freights and fares on the various 
lines or portions of lines of transportation within 
this Sute, the Board will have regard to the equi­ 
ties existing between shippers and carriers and the 
protection of private property invested in tra^ spor- 
Utio* enterprises; and in determining what is a 
just and reasonable rate, will consider the value of 
the services performed, distance of carriage, volume 
and direction of traffic, the general character there­ 
of to be fixed by classification as to yolume, weight, 
value, the liability to accident, climatic influence, 
competition, grades, curvatures, costs of mainten­ 
ance, and that in fixing, establishing or .adopting 
fares and freights, all parties to all cases arising out 
of the adjustment of rates, before any such rates 
shall become and be established as the rates of this 
Board, shall have full and ample opportunity to ap­ 
pear before this Board, to be heard in the premise» 
by counsel or otherwise, to summon witnesses, and 
to this eud shall be entitled to processes of this 
Board, to the end that its judgment may be equita­ 
ble and its conclusions be jusi and reasonable. 
Having thus given guarantees of our desire to act 
fairly throughout, it became necessary to inquire by 
wha‘ means the interest of the public in reduced 
rates of transportation could best be subserved. 
We w ^e called upon iu the first place to determine 
what c instituted “ reasonable ” rates, the Constitu­ 
tion having left that question entirely to our dis­ 
cretion. Now there are few subjects more difficult 
to adjudicate, for there are few subjects on which 
greater differences of opinion appear to exist. For 
the most part men derive their ideas cotíceming it 
from their potions of what it c*»tto build a railroad, 
and tboy are very apt to oonfuse themselves wiih 
utterly irrelevant calculations as to the incidence of 
stock-irílation upo.) tariffs ; an incidence which, as* 
a matter of fact, bos never had any existence save 


in the imsgination of persons ignorant of the sub­ 
ject. The belief that railroad rates are often fixed 
with a view to furnish certain percentages if jrofit 
upon a certain amount of real or fictitious capital, 
is fallacious. No such method would be possible, 
and no such method has ever been attempted. The 
watering of stock has no practical connection with 
freight or passenger charges. Whoever doubts this 
may satisfy himself by a careful review of all the 
stock-wateriug transactions which have taken p'acc 
in this country during the last ten j ears, and a com­ 
parison between these transactions and Jhe current 
tariffs. It.will be fouud that the stock-wateriug has 
not affected the tariff save iu the most indirect and 
fitful way, and that the idea of any systematic con­ 
nection between the two things is entirely erroneous. 
The question of what are reasonable rates 
may be supposed to depend largely upon the 
amount of a railroad's earnings, but in what 
proportion these earnings should be divided 
is a matter concerning which the most radical differ­ 
ences of views exist For example, Mr. Charles 
Francis Adams, an admittedly high authority, nas 
very recently expressed the opinion th a t44 to pay in- 
14 terest on the capital invested in them railroads in 
44 this country must, on the average, cam their oper- 
44 ating expenses a; d half as much, or fifty per cent 
44 more. In England they must earn their oper- 
44 ating expenses and as much, or one hundred per 
44 cent. more. In neither country would ten per 
44 cent, above operating expenses begin even to |>ay 
44interest on capital.” 
If this is a just estimate it would follow that the 
profits of the railroads of this State have not been 
and are not in any just eeuse unreasonable. No 
doubt it has been the popular habit to denounce 
them, but in cases of this kind there must be posi­ 
tive proof of delinquency before judgment is paseed, 
and that proof has not yet been furnished. Never 
thelesg it is the plain duty of this Board to endeavor 
to find justification for a reduction which, with­ 
out injuring the railroads, will benefit the people, 
and this has boen effected by a careful and dis 
passionate analysis of the situation. In the first 
place it must be recognized that the railroads of 
California have been built and operated under 
peculiar conditions. The railroad system of the 
State is in advance of the development of the State 
and its settlement. As a result the expense of oper­ 
ating the railroads has here been, and for some 
years must continue to be, practically greater than 
in the more thickly populated States. 
The 
wav in 
which these influences operate is 
simple and clear. 
The amount of tonnage 
carried 
is the key to the earnings, gross 
and net, of a railroad. The cost of operation is 
virtually a fixed rate; that is to say, the cost of 
running a locomotive and train of cars, given the 
locality, is capable cf being estimated with precis 
ion. This cost is independent of the work done ; 
that is to say, an empty train and engine goingover 
a road will cost an amount which is not increased in 
proportion by the loading of the cars. The profits 
of railroad operation consequently depend upon tie 
amount of tonnage carried, and 
it 
fol­ 
lows 
from this that though a 
railroad 
obtains 
high freight rates its profits may 
be low if the aggregate tonnage carried by it is 
small ; while a railroad obtaining low freight rates 
may make large profits if the aggregate of the ton­ 
nage earned by it is great. A second oorroliary of 
tiiis condition of things is that a comparatively 
small reduction on the unit of railroad calculation, 
viz., the ton, though apparently productive of trivial 
changes, will, when applied to the aggregate tonnage 
of the road, result in a diminution of earnings which 
may bring about paralyzing effects. It is, therefore, 
necessary that reductions should be made with the 
utmost caution. The reduction on each ton must be 
multiplied by the v hole number of tons earned, and 
the large figure resulting from this calculation has 
augmented significance when it is remembered that 
the entire volume of such reduction is from the sura 
representing the net profit. 
Again, it must be remembered that in California 
there are great fluctuations in railroail traffic. It is 
*eci88ary for the railroads to keep a large amount 
of rolling stock on hand, but during several months 
a considerable proportion of this has little or noth­ 
ing to do, and consequently is earning nothing. 
There is, it is true, one species of fluctuation to 
which the local railroads are not liable, and it is a 
result of the consolidation which has obtained here. 
In the Eastern States the most serious evils to the 
public have been produced by that fierce fluctuations 
which from time to time has sprung up between 
rival lines, and the first effect of which has always 
been the sudden and radical change of rates. These 
fluctuations have been so rap’d and unforeseen that 
they have converted all business havirgany depend­ 
ence upon transportation into speculation. 
The 
merchant has been unable to tell from day 
to day 
what the staples 
in 
which he 
dealt would be worth. 
He could not venture 
to increase or diminish his stock without encounter­ 
ing the most serious risks. He was forced to gamble 
against his inclination. Iu th s way all business has 
been disturbed, aud uncertainty and loss have been 
entailed upon the commercial classes. Fortunately 
for California her pec pie have expcr enced scarcely 
anything of this kind. The absence of such fluctua­ 
tions in California conclusively shows that the trans­ 
portation companies of this State have adhered to a 
strictly legitimate business as carriers, and have not 
engaged in speculat?on in the products of the coun­ 
try with the advantiga raiical fluctuations 
freight rates confers upon those who control 6uch 
fluctuations. 
The trunk ro d which supplies 
their chief exterior requirements being in competi­ 
tion with an ocean route, its rates cannot be made 
the sport of reckless competition It must continue 
to underbid the seas, or it must abandon business. 
The local and leased lines being with few exceptions 
in the same hands, bave been equal.y free from the 
kind of fluctuation referred to, and in this resq>ect 
the situation has been peculiarly fortunate. 
In coneidcring the practicability of a reduction of 
rates, it has become n e ctary to examine the c 'm- 
mercial laws governing thequestion, and therefore w*e 
have analyzed the principles upon which tbe j p- 
portionmeut of rates has thus far been regulated. 
It has recently been alleged, as a sptcial aud ob­ 
vious grievance and abuse, that railroad compa­ 
nies fix their freight rates in accordance with what 
the goods will bear. The reason why this has 
seemed unjust appears to be that those who have 
called attention to it have alwajs gone beyond the 
jast implications of the principle, and have assumed 
that the practice was to charge as much as could be 
imposed without placing a prohibition upon trans­ 
portation. But it is, we think, appareut that the 
principle iu itself is, if not the ideally best, at least 
the best the exigencies of transportation admit o\ 
For it is impossible to regulate charges either on the 
principle of a fixed percentage of p ofit on the 
capital invested, or on the cost of service. The 
^ralue of the service rendered must be the criterion, 
and there would seem to be no other means of 
ascertaining this than by estimating the market 
value of the goods transported. Tbe real guarantee 
for the protection of the shipper in this regard con­ 
sists in the interest of the carrier, which compels 
him so to regulate his charges that they shall not 
operate prohibitively, and that they shall not inter, 
fere with the extension of business And it may 
be observed that unless the whole field of transpor­ 
tation is surveyed it roust be impossible to reach a 
just appreciation of the merits of the case, since 
the entire system of railroad traffic is interdependent 
and reciprocal. For example, it is a well-established 
maxim in transportation that the higher the maxi­ 
mum the loner the minimum will be. Now the ex­ 
planation of this maxim really contains the 
elucidation of the freight question. For it means 
that by charging high rates upon the classes of 
goods which w’ill bear high rates, it is made possible 
to charge low rates upon the classes of goods which 
must have low rates, or not be moved at all. To 
charge high rates upon general merchandise is not 
to impose any burden upon the public. The freight 
is always included in the retail selling prices of 
these goods, and when distributed in this way 
it makes no tangible addition to that price. Prac­ 
tically, as experience shows, it does not affect the 
retail price, and neither does it affect the profit of 
tbe merchant. To make large reductions upon gen­ 
eral merchandise, therefore, would be to cripple 
transportation without producing any appreciable 
advantage to the public. We say it would cripple 
transportation, but in fact it would still more cer­ 
tainly cripple production, for these Interests are 
linked together. 
Production 
is, primarily, powerless without 
transportation. The latter is in fact the vivifying 
forca which gives production energy and utility. It 
*is the machinery of distribution to which mankind are 
indebted for the rapid progrtss and great prosperity 
enjoyed in these latter years. 
But the great 
staales of 
importatioiv-the 
staples which 
we have succeeded in reducing the freight 
charges on, as shown by the ac ompanying tabl.s— 
cannot as a rule support themselves as manu­ 
factured goods and the higher class-;» of merchandise 
do. They will noPbear high rates, for their market 
valuéis low’, and it fc 6<> restricted by competition 
that it can seldom be rsised. If therefore these 
staples cannot be carried at a very* low figure, they 
inw t forego transportation altogether-and that i« 
e juivalent to the ruin of all producers who have' 


settled outside of a certain limited área surround­ 
ing the centers of di» tribu tiou or shipment, /n d 
if the railroads are compelled t-» ca^ry general mer­ 
chandise at low 
rates their earnings will 
be so curtailed that it 
wil 
bo 
iropos 
sible fir them 
to afford to carry grain, 
wool, hides, wood and other staples, at rat s 
which will permit of their transportation at all. 
At present it is the practice of railroad* to extend 
the area of profitable production as muck as possi­ 
ble by carrying low-priced staides sren below the 
coit of movement. Thus in this state the Southern 
I’aci c has been accustomed to carry wheat a dis­ 
tance of 1Í0 mfies practically for nothing at all; 
simp y becau e if it did not do this the produciion 
of w heat in the rcgiou concerned would have had 
to be abandoned, and that would have involved the 
desertion of the country, and the consequent death 
of all way business for the corporation. Thus the 
•elfish business interests of the carrier oblige him 
to coLServe the interests of tbe producer, and 
afford the most effective guarantee to the latter 
that his distance from a market will not be used to 
cripple him. 
The higher the maximum the lower tbe minimum 
will be, is a ride the just comprehension of which 
lurther exhibits the futility of a! attempts to do 
away with classification, or to make it arbitrary. A 
great railroad system is q nte as complex as a great 
government, and quite as imp* agible of being rog* 
lated by cast-iron provisions. Transportation is a 
business in which the need* of the time are for 
the most part paramount. The current* and chan­ 
nels of buriness and settlement an* constantly 
changing, and as they change the necessities of the 
railroad business become altered. To develop new 
business, to foster young and growitur industries, to 
accommodate iufant settlements, require new regu­ 
lations, and every such change brings into view 
fresh relations and implication®, att of which have 
to be taken into consideration, if, therefore, it 
were possible to survey tbe whole fteld on a given 
day, to grasp the requirements of the hour, and to 
meet every want with a special adjustment, the in* 
stability of the situation U such that it would be 
necessary to revise the entire sett Liu w.t on the mor­ 
row. or the operation of unforeseen influences would 
wreck the experiment hopelessly. 
There has never been any doubt ut tbe public 
mind as to the desirability of reducing the minimum 
rate of freights, but there has been confusion of 
thought respecting its relations to tbe maximum. 
In fact the two are iusep rabie in the existing sys­ 
tem of transportation, and unless it is proposed to 
remodel thaUyttera upon some hitherto undiscovered 
principle, they will have to be recognized as iu capa­ 
ble of elimination or radical alteration. And as re­ 
gards the system itself, it must be borne in mind 
that whatewr its defect» may be it is at least 
the product of natural development from the 
surrounding circumstances. The presumption in 
favor of the rationality of a sy stem which has gn-wn 
out of the needs of the public and the require­ 
ments of the railroads, is strong. It must be ad­ 
mitted that such a system is more likely to suit 
the circumstances than t ne evolved from abstract 
considerations, without regard to tbe exist­ 
ing facts. 
It may be worth while to 
quote some reoent remark® of Mr. Charles Francis 
Ad mis once more on this head. He say’s : 44 What 
44 is called the railroad problem stems to me, row 
44 more than ever, a thing perfectly easy of solution; 
44 and yet one the practical solution of which is, tin- 
44 der existing circumstances, hardly to be htqwd 
44 for. The difficulties in the way are very obvious, 
44 Our laws, the political catch-wocds which out- 
44weigh all argument, and an uninformed public 
44 opinion, do not allow tbe railroad system to Adlow 
44 out quietly its natural course of development, 
44 subject to an intelligent restraint where that de- 
44velopmcnt runs into essential abuses. We are 
44 always |>ounding away at it, it is true, but gen- 
44 erally after a crazy, mistiken fashion, or on some 
44 false or quite immaterial iusue. The weak points 
44 of the Bystem are not generally known ; the pa- 
44 Uence necessary to find them out íb looked upon 
44 as a rigu of timidity or treachery ; and thus every 
44 attempt at dealing with a really great and intricate 
“subject, takes scon or late, the form of a new, quack, 
4 4 cureall, legislative p ill.A nd he concludes, "W hat 
44 is needed, it seems to me, is ths continuous pres- 
44 sure and the steady building upof legislation, which 
44can only come through the emptoyiucnt of trained 
44 specialists—a class politically despised, but of 
44 w hich the railroads avail themselves with good re- 
44 suits to them.” 
We have quoted these sentences u> show In w a 
prolonged and conscientious study of the railroad 
question has convinced a particularly lucid and 
powerful intelligence of the absolute need of caution, 
hesitation and moderate action in this connection. 
The investigations which wo have ourselves made in 
preparing to reduce freight rales hare entirely 
persuaded us of the truth cf this ¡>08ition, and the 
more desirous such a Board as this may be to bene­ 
fit the public, and to secure the greatest 
possible 
advantages 
from 
the 
regulation 
of transportation, the more it must be­ 
come assuied 
of 
the 
impracticability 
of 
venturing upon any arbitrary orswccping measures. 
With the power conferred upon us by the Constitu­ 
tion and the Legislature nothing would hare been 
easier than for us to have met toarither and, without 
permitting the railroads to mako any representa 
tions on thtir own behslf, to have promulgated 
some large ar.d general reduction of rates. The 
effects of such a policy, however, would unques­ 
tionably have been unfortunate. For on the one 
hand it cannot be doubted that the corporations 
would have resisted such a reduction by every legal 
resort in their power, and thus have postponed 
the application of it indefinitely , and on the 
other hand 
it 
is certain that 
if such 
a tariff 
had 
been 
submitted 
to 
it 
it 
woulJ have produced the most unexpected and ca­ 
lamitous results, injuring those whom it w s iu- 
teuded to benefit, ruining those whom it was meunt 
to enrich, and paralyzing transportation instead of 
diminishing the fription i f its working. 
We have made no reference to the questiou of 
the equities of the railroads, though they demand 
the most serious recognition. The arbitrary dispo­ 
sition of the property of < there, uo matter under 
what color of legality or mandate of the organic 
law, is a business which no mnn traiueu in respect 
for the fundamental principles of the Constitution 
of the United States can undertake with equanimity 
or eagernes*, or can execute without experiencing 
the most serious doubts concerning the morality of 
the transaction. It has been our endeavor so to 
deal with this difficult and de.'ieate subject that the 
interests of neither party should suffer in our hands. 
We approached it with a fit in determination to 
relieve the public if such relief were found practica­ 
ble. Had we entered upon the work in a spirit of 
rancorous hostility to the railroads, and a vindictive 
resolution to injure them, as soiuo se<med to think 
we ought toco, we should in ad probability have 
accomplished nothing beyond engaging the State in 
interminable litigation. But by setting before our­ 
selves a standard of equity as the guide for our con­ 
duct we have succeed d in obtaining fr* m the rail­ 
road companies acquicsc nee in a scheme cf reduc­ 
tion which must be productive of great present 
benefits to the yublic, and which affords an encour­ 
aging earnest of future and perhaps even more im­ 
portant changes. 
It Is noteworthy that while |*opular clamor, un 
guided by intelligence, has, notwithstanding i s 
force, failed in the past to bring about any sub­ 
stantial reduction in freight charges In California, 
yet the railroads themselves have on three different 
occasions voluntarily reduced their tariffs. The tx- 
planation of this is, that as the develo] ment of the 
State proceeds, ss^ 8t tilt met. t btootnes more dense, 
as business enlarges, it becomes not only possible, 
but advisable, to lower the rates of transportation. 
It is never with the approval of his business 
sense that a railroad manager mai tains rates v hirh 
tend at all toward prohibition, lie is too w ell aware 
that the volume of business under normal con- 
ditious is the real to*t of prosperity. 
But 
as we have shown in this report the circumsta* « es 
of transportation in California are essentially dif­ 
ferent from those af thu Eastern States, ard it has 
been impossible to avoid the embarrassments which 
are inseparable from a railroad system largelj in ad­ 
vance of the development of the community to 
whose wants it ministers. The tendency of i ur 
railroads towards reduo1 Ion of rates dt mnnatratcs, 
however, that as soon as circumstances make such 
changes feasiWe they arc certain to he prompted by 
Amriness considerations. 
As it is we have made the only reductions which 
we could perceive te be practicable, which is to say, 
the only reductioiu^rhich would not have involved 
injury either to the railroad®, or to the public, or 
to both. A reduction^! the rates on general mer­ 
chandise wuuU have made it impracticable to re­ 
duce on tbe low-priced staples ; sine1 as we l ave 
shown, the necessary effect ot mincing the maxi­ 
mum is to increase the minimum. We cocsi *»red 
it our duty so to act as that the greatest good to 
the greatest uumber should r bult tn m our p icy, 
and this we believe has teen attained «hir |»9»> tion 
is one of extreme difficulty, hut uno aque-n • . If

THE REPORT OF THE RAILROAD COM­ 
MISSIONERS. 


CONKLING IN CAUCUS. 
The publiehed reports of Senator Conk- 
ling’s speech in the liepublican caucus 
canDot be accurate, for it is impossible to 
derive from them any indication that the 
Senator justified his attitude in regard to 
Robertson. He appears to have done no 
more than represent that J udge Robertson 
was peraonallv disagreeable to him, but 
even Mr. Conkling must perceive that this 
canuot be regarded as a reason for oppos­ 
ing his confirmation. The nomination of 
Judge Robertson was indorsed, most heart­ 
ily by the Republican press and party of 
New York. I: was clearly acceptable to 
the people generally. It is notoriously a 
good nomination so far as character and 
fitness go. All that Mr. Conkling has to 
object to it is that Judge Robertson was 
offensive to him at Chicago. Under the 
circumstances it seems in order for some 
of his colleagues or constituents to ascer­ 
tain from Senator Conkling his actual 
views as to the nature of his public 
functions. For it really is capable of be­ 
ing inferred from his recent speech that 
he regards 
himself as occupying a 
quite independent position, and that he 
thinks his personal likes and dislikes the 
only tests of fitness fur office ia the great 
State he is supposed to represent. The 
people of New York are certainly not flat­ 
tered by the attitude of their Senator. lie 
seems to ignore their existence. 
What 
they wish, what they approve, is nothing to 
him. The only questions he deem3 worthy 
of consideration are those which relate to 
his personal likings. If this is not the cor­ 
rect deduction from his caucus speech the 
reporters have done him a very grave in­ 
justice. But if it is the eorrcct deduction 
there is plainly need for a readjustment 
of the relations between the Senator and 
his State—and perhaps also between the 
Senator and the country. 


TEE VETO CVERRIcDEN. 
The veto of Governor Perkins was yes­ 
terday ovtriidden in both houses, to the 
surprise of nobody. The wisdom of execu­ 
tive interference in a case which the Con­ 
stitution has placed beyond the executive 
jurisdiction, is cot conspicuous. If the 
Governor wanted to rebuke the Legislature 
he should have chosen a question regarding 
which his own position was better de­ 
fined. The legislature has the power to 
provide for its own expenses during extra 
session, and the Governor cannot prevent 
it from spending as much money as it 
chooses to spend npon its own affairs. 
There is no other judge of w hat is neces­ 
sary, and the Governor is not authorised 
cither to limit the duration or the expendi­ 
tures of the extra session. Seeing that 
when once he had called it, it would De be­ 
yond his control, and seeing that the 
Legislature itself had made snch a seseion 
unavoidable, the Governor might perhaps 
just as well have left it to take its own 
course, and not have undertake 11 to put the 
brakes on when he knew that they would 
cot hold.

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ALEXAKDER OF BULGARIA. 


We publish this morning '.he report of 
the Railroad Commissioners addressed to 
Governor Perkins. It is intended to ac­ 
company a series of tables showing the 
reductions on freight rates which the Com­ 
missioners have determined npon, but the 
tables themselves have not yet been com­ 
pleted, though the reductions were yester­ 
day formally adopted by the Commission­ 
ers, and will go into effect on the 1st of 
June. The report is a very clearly written 
statement of the difficulties encountered 
by the Commissioners in their labors, and 
of the conclusions which were forced upon 
them by a dispassionate study of the 
transportation question. They discovered 
before they had been at work long that it 
was impossible to regulate freights and 
fares in an arbitrary and sweeping way 
without producing far greater evils than 
any heretofore alleged to exist. They 
found also that to regnlate transportation 
charges on any other principles than those 
which were already in operation would 
necessitate an entire reorganization of the 
whole business, and would demand a 
kuowledge and a capacity such ss that 
business has never developed yet in any 
country, notwithstanding its employment 
of the most acute intelligences. There 
were but two methods of procedure open 
to them. They might pander to the un­ 
reasoning demand fcr a sweeping reduc­ 
tion of charges, with the certainty that in 
so doing they muBt injure the public quite 
as much as the railroads. Or they might 
follow out the principles already estab­ 
lished, and endeavor, through them, to 
reach results which would benefit the pub­ 
lic without injuring the corporations. 
Messrs. Cone and Beerstecher have chosen 
the second of these courses, and they have 
made a wise and a just choice. 
They point out, in vindication of their 
decision, 
that 
no Commission 
ap­ 
pointed for similar purposes has over yet 
been able to arrive at any other general 
conclusion; that every attempt to deal 
violently with the problem, and to adjust 
it by sheer force, has failed disastrously ; 
that every such failure has involved 
serious injury to the public interests ; and 
that the unavoidable deduction from ail 
existing experience in this direction is, 
that equitable and reasonable methods are 
the only ones which can produce benefi­ 
cial results. 
The Commissioners dwell 
upon the importance of understanding 
the principle of the maximum in trans­ 
portation. 
They quote the maxim that 
high maximum means low minimum ; 
they show that this is the secret of suc­ 
cessful transportation ; that, in fact, it is 
only possible to provide for the carriage 
of low-priced staples at minimum rates, 
by fixing the rates on high class merchan­ 
dise correspondingly high. A just appre­ 
hension of this truth would do more to 
dissipate the popular errors 
regarding 
railroad charges than perhaps anything 
ehe, for it would convince the public that 
the interest of the majority is concerned 
vitally in the maintenance of compara­ 
tively high maximum rates. 
The demaud for sweeping reductions in­ 
volves the lowering of the maximum, and 
the consequent raising of the minimum. 
That is to say, that while freight rates on 
high priced goods, which do not feel these 
rates, are reduced, to the benefit only of a 
few middlemen, the rates on staples, which 
cannot be carried at all unless they have 
very low rates, are raised to the point of 
prohibition. It follows from these consid­ 
erations that aDy sweeping reduction would 
cut off a large element of staple produce 
from the market, by making it impossible 
to carry it at a profit; and as the bulk of 
the freight transported consists of these low 
priced staples, it ia clear that such a policy 
would produce the most ruinous injury to 
the producers. It is therefore true, as the 
Commissioners say, that such a line of 
reductions cannot be introduced without 
doing at least as much harm to the shipper 
as to the transportation agent, and it is 
clear that there remains no sane course but 
that which has been adopted by the major­ 
ity of the Board. 
The Commissioners have been embar­ 
rassed throughout by the extreme difficulty 
of reaching conclusions which should be 
at ODce satisfactory to the public and fair 
to the railroads. They have in fact found 
it necessary at last to set before themselves 
a standard of equity, and to look to that 
alone, fcr as they say, “ If we treat the 
“ railroads harshly and arbitrarily, we are 
“ denounced as communists and cod lis- 
“ cators. If we do not treat them harshly, 
‘ ‘ we are accused of having sold out to them. 
“ As this has been the experience of every 
“ Railroad Commission that has been organ­ 
iz e d , however, perhaps we ought not to 
“ be surprised at it.” Under the circum­ 
stances they have taken the only course by 
which they can hope for results which will 
defy censure and challenge criticism, for 
the final test of every measure must be, 
not “ Is it popular ?” hut “ Is it right?"— 
and if they can prove that their proceed­ 
ings have been equitable they may well 
afford to endure the calumny which dema­ 
gogues are sure to employ against all who 
refuse to pander to their dishonest and 
outrageous demands and propositions. 
It may be noted that the Commissioners 
have not found the arbitrary disposal of 
the property of others an agreeable or 
easy pursnit, nor have they been fortified 
hy the sophisms invented to excuse these 
aggressions upon private property. What­ 
ever success they have obtained has 
been won by a recognition of the folly of 
arbitrary action, and of the necessity of 
pursuing the lines already laid down. 
As a fact however they are enabled to an­ 
nounce very considerable reductions in 
freight chargee, and to hold out hope that 
still further changes may be found prac­ 
ticable at no distant date. 


The Prince of Bulgaria has found that 
the making of a nation is no child's play, 
and he has become disheartened. His ef­ 
forts to give Bulgaria autonomous govern­ 
ment have been failures, principally became 
of the incessant jealousies and bickerings 
which are going on around him. The truth 
seems to be that the Bulgarians are not 
ripe for Belf-government, aud that they aie 
as yet only capable of keeping up a feverish 
agitation. They have known freedom too 
short a time to he able to enjoy it ration­ 
ally. As is always the case with peoples so 
enfranchised, they have begun by jullir.g 
down thcirowujounginstitutions. Itwould 
require the very highest order of states- 
mauabip to keep such a people under con­ 
trol, aud Alexander evidently lacks the 
capacity. Whether indeed it is possible 
for Bulgaria to maintain independent gov­ 
ernment is doubtful, but there are plenty 
of neighbors ready to relieve her of the 
task if she fiada it too onerous. 
A. A. War! of Humboldt county, Nev., 
went to that region about four years ago, 
and invested $1 500 in cattle. .Since then, 
as he informs the Silver Stale, he has told 
over $7,000 worth of cattle from the in­ 
crease of the band which he bought bur 
years ago, and a few days ago he disposed 
of the remainder for $25,000. 


GENERAL STONiMAVo DEMAG0GI3M. 
General Stoneman’s extremely insolent 
and scurrilous arraignment of his col­ 
leagues only serves to demonstrate more 
clearly the fact that he is a demagogue of 
the worst pattern. Of course it is per­ 
fectly apparent that what he said at the 
II ard meeting was written solely with a 
view to publication. He has taken upon 
himself the congenial role of “ friend of 
“ the people” in the B >ard, and he plays 
if, as any other vulgar demagogue wculd, 
by imputing evil motives to his associates. 
But, notwithstanding the evident heartiness 
of his des re to win the applause of those 
whose approval is of the least value, he 
has unwittingly justified all that Mr. Beer- 
stcchcr said of him in that interview 
which he finds so much fault with. He 
himself admits that he did endeavor to 
i>erMiade Mr. B<-eratech< r to become his 
ally in demagngism, by holding out to him 
the hope of office. In fact he confesses 
that on this occasion he tqpk Mr. Beer­ 
stecher up into a high mountain, as it 
w- re, and showed him all the kingdoms of 
the world, at the same time telling him 
that he should have whatever of this lie 
preferred, if only he would fall down and 
worship the Demos idol which appears to 
be General Stoneman’s deity. It is not 


necessary to remind our readers that this 
role is never supposed to have been played 
save by the Prinoe of the Powers of the 
Air, and that that personage is generally 
regarded as a shocking example, and not 
as a model for imitation. 
But the whole of General Stoneman’s 
statement is alike discreditable to his in­ 
telligence and his integrity. It is not the 
language of a conscientious man, strong in 
the knowledge of his own probity. It is 
the language of a man who has resolved to 
play a mean and base part, and who there­ 
fore seeks to conceal his own mean purpose 
by traducing those who are more consci­ 
entious. And it is to be noted especially 
that General Stoneman has not refuted one 
of the charges brought against himself. He 
has not thus far made one rational or 
practicable proposition. He has simply 
resorted to the stale and disreputable 
device of proposing measures which he 
knew to be preposterous, in order to be 
able to point to them afterw ards, and to 
protest that if he had had his own way 
everything would have been right. This 
is a thorough demagogue’s trick, but it is 
getting too hackneyed for successful man­ 
ipulation in these days. 
General Stoneman’s ideas about railroads 
are as fallacious as his general course is 
indefensible. For instance, he observes, 
“ The people have put too much of their 
“ own money into the construction of these 
“ railroads not to be allowed some of the 
“ profits.” That would have been bad 
enough coming from a ward politician on 
the stump ; coming from a Railroad Com­ 
missioner it is disgraceful. What does he 
mean by it ? Does he not knew that every 
dollar put into the railroads by the people 
was put in as a loan, aud for valuable con­ 
sideration ? Does he not know that the 
railroads are compelled to repay all that 
money ? Does he pretend that when a loan 
is made the lender acquires a right, not 
only to future repayment, hut to a share of 
the profits of the business conducted by 
the borrower ? The truth is—and if Gen­ 
eral Stoneman does not know it he is unfit 
for his 
office—that every dollar of 
money advanced by the people to the Pa­ 
cific railroads was advanced as a loan, and 
that every acre of land granted was granted 
on consideration of benefits to be returned; 
and that the contract has been fully dis­ 
charged by the corporations. His lan­ 
guage in this regard is fustian, and his 
whole statement is in striking and most 
unfavorable contrast to tho dignified, manly 
and moderate report of his colleagues on 
the Board. Up to this time, in fact, he 
ha6 shown no ability save in the direction 
of slander and detraction, and while his 
attitude towards his associates is at once 
ungentlemanly and indecent, his pretended 
regard for the public interests is as thin a 
sham as ever failed to disguise the in­ 
stincts of a demagogue.

The Railroad Com m ission—Release on

of the Kill road Commissioners to-day, the 
report of yesterday was adopted.

Stoneman offered an amend­ 
ment providing that the reduction in rates 
between Los Angeles and San Frar.ci-co shall 
be the same as those between Red Bluff and 
San Frai cisco, and that for other points, such 
as from Tehachapi to Sau Francisco, the re­ 
duction shall be twenty per cent, or equal to 
the average reduction on the Central Pacific, 
Oregon division. 
Cone and Beerstecher

ductions between northern and southern parts 
of the State, and opposed the amendment, 
which was rejected. J. C. Burch presented 
a petition from an attorney of El Dorado 
county, complaiuing of the hardships en­ 
tailed on citizens of that county bv the neg­ 
lect to operate the Sacramento Valley and 
Placervi’le Railroad, and asking the Board 
to take steps to compel a resumption of op­ 
eration?.

The ves?el had 
a cargo of general merchandise, and became 
water-logged in about ten minutes after ftrik 
ir.g. While iu this condition the schooner 
Paulina Collins came to the assistance of the 
sinking vessel, and after taking the crew on 
board towed her to Long Island, whenthe St. 
George drifted on the beach, and part of the 
cirg i was then saved and afterwards sold to 
the highest bidder in the interests of the 
owners or underwriters. The St. George was 
bound from St. Paul to English Bay. Cap­

DOMESTIC. 


Executive Session of the Senate.

Secretary of Legation 
at Paris ; Thomas A. M. Morris of Colorado, 
as member of the Ute Commission, vice Bow­ 
man. resigned. 
A Chinese Protest—Three Feet of Nantes. 
W ashington, May 11th.—The Postoffice 
Department has received a memorial signed 
by 70 Chinese residents of Clipper Mill?, 
Butte county. Cab, protesting agaiust the 
proposed removal of the Postoffice from that 
place to Woodville, in the same county. The 
Department has received memorials of the 
same tenor from the American residents, but 
it is the first memorial or petition ever re­ 
ceived from Chiuamen with' their individual 
signatures. The 70 names are written one 
ab >ve the other, making a column three feet 
in length. 
D estructive Flam es. 
D enver (Cob), May 11th.—This afternoon 
the Rocky Monutain Brewery was completely 
destroyed by fire. Loss on building andsti ck, 
estimated at something over 5100,000. The 
insurance, which is distributed among about 
forty companies, covers two thirds cf the 
loss. 
L eadvili.e (Col.), May lltfc.—At 10 o’clock 
last night the building at the “ L. M.” mine, 
on Iron Hill, took fire. The flames commu­ 
nicated to the powder magazine and a terrific 
explosion occurred, which shook every build­ 
ing in Leadville, three miles distant. For­ 
tunately the mine was not being worked last 
night, and was deserted. When the explosion 
occurred seven men wire c'anding near the 
building. G M Jones, E. M. Stone and 
Dan Kollakan w-re berffy injured, and the 
others hurled a lorg iiistar.ee. Nobody was 
killed.

H arrisburg, May 11th.—In the State 
Senate to-day a resolution wa« unanimously 
agreed upon and aent to the House for con­ 
currence. looking to the transfer of the re­ 
mains of William 1'eun from the Jordan 
meetirg-house graveyard.

.The Proceedings Yesterday—Topics Con­ 
sidered, and Reports. 


Yesterday’s session of the State Sabbath- 
School Convention opened at 9 A. M. with a 
Bible reading by Rev. Dr. Burroughs of San 
Francisco. 
He took for his subject the lat­ 
ter portion of the 5th chapter of RevelatioBS. 
He spoke of the significance of the word 
‘•Lamb ” as expressing an unusual degree of 
tenderness and affectioD, as the characteristic 
of the Savior, far exceeding in expressive 
tendemefs the other Greek word translated 
“ lainb ” in St. .fohu’s Gospel. The Bible 
reading was principally an expository lect­ 
ure, and was closely listened to and much 
enforced by the advanced age of the speaker, 
which gave deep pathos to his closing words 
of hoping soon to mingle with the throng 
which Johu heard saying “ Blessing, and 
honor, and gl ory, and power be unto him that 
sitteth upon the throne, and unto the Lamb 
forever aud ever. 
The Convention then proceeded to the reg­ 
ular order of busiuts.», li;v. M. C. Briggs, 
D. D., President of the Association, in the 
chair. 
An election for President of the 
Association f*>r the ensuing year was held, 
and resulted in the selection of Rev. Dr. 
McLaiu of Oakland. 
Herbert Folger of San Francisco was 
elected Assistant Secretary of the Conven­ 
tion. 
The State Secretary, Rev. II. H. Rice of 
Sacramento, submitted his annual report, 
c ntaining statements and suggestions of 
general interest in the Sabbath cause, and 
stating at the dose that the statistical report 
would be presented later in the Convention, 
as reports from many schools were stiil needed 
to complete it. 
The report was unanimously 
adopted, with an expression of thanks to the 
Secretary for his faithful services. 
The report of the State Treasurer, Dr. R. 
E. Cole of Oakland, wa3 next presented. It 
gave the total receiDts of the Association 
for the year at $537 74 : disbursements, 
$420 95; balanoe on hand, $116 79; present 
indebtedness of the Association, $585. 
The first topic for discussion was then an- 
neunced : 
“ Every Teacher a Pastor and 
every Claes a Parish." The discussion wai 
opened by a twenty minutes address by Rev. 
T. K. Noble of San Francisco. The subject- 
occupied an hour in brief speeches, in which 
the following t'n k part; Mr. Thinn, R:V. 
Dr. Thompson, Charles Geddes, Rev. W. S. 
Urmy, Mrs. Boylton. L. M. Schofield, Rev. 
J. W. Smith, Bishop Havens, Rev. Dr. Bur­ 
roughs, Rev. Mr. Reynolds, Rev. R McKen­ 
zie and Rev. Dr. Briggs. The leading sug­ 
gestions as to “ pastoral ” work of the teachers 
in classes, were : The visitation of scholars ; 
invite them to (heir homes; remember their 
birthdays, aud take a general interest iu their 
aifairs ; endeavor to convert all ; enlist the 
aid of parents; make the instructions in 
class and class exercises interesting; pray 
with, and for the scholars; the teacher must 
bring himself to the level and plane of 
thought of the scholars in order to effectually 
seek them out and hold them under Sabbath- 
school influence. 
The method of reaching 
scholars by moving among them upon their 
level was illustrate i by one speaker with an 
incident of the method iu which a lost horse 
was found. 
Tne owner secured the efforts 
of many to search for the lost property, and 
one of the seekers was successful. 
When 
asked how he succeeded he said he followed 
the course the horse took as far as he could 
get any trace of it. and then sat down and 
thought, “ Now. which way would I go if I 
were a horse ? ’ and following the way he 
thought he would take, he found it. 
After kinging, the second topic. “ Lei son 
Study by the Scholars—How Promoted,” was 
opened by Rev. A. S. I'i.-ke of San Fre.u- 
cisco, and he was followed by Mrs. Pn;e*, 
Rev. Dr. Bu-hnell. Mr. Ballard, Rev. Mr. 
Crawford, W. M. Sevrby. Mr. Pascoe, Chas. 
Geddes and Re 
points suggested were : The teacher should j 
have the truths of the lesson in his mind and 
fully undeistoo 1. 
The intellectual capabili­ 
ties of children t-houM not be underrated; 
they understand more than is supposed. 
Iu- 
terest the parents and get them to help the 
children in their le*» >ne. Teach the truths 
of the lesson with the idea that the children 
will accept and follow them. 
The Convention then atij 'urned for recess. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Conventi m reassembled at 2 P. «., 
Dr. Briggs in the chair. The meeting was 
opened with singing. 
The Chair appointed Dr. Willey, Dr. 
Thompson and Mr. G. W. Armes a Committee 
on Nominations, and Dr. I. E Dwitell, R v. 
F. M. Ditnmick and Pmfestor Mambray the 
Committee up«>n Res dutions. 
Rev. Dr. 
McLain. Presidentelect, not 
being present, Ur. Briggs was unanimously 
elected President for the remainder of the 
Convention. 
Reports were then called for from country 
Sabbath-school organizations. 
Charles Geddes Booke for the association 
of San Francisco county, in which 21 schools 
are included. 
Hold monthly sessions, which 
are generally well attended. Sabbath-school 
work of the county iu a very favorable con­ 
dition. 
Ilev. R. P. Symington reported for Contra 
Costa. That they have had a county organi­ 
zation six or seven yjirs ; hold regular meet­ 
ings of the county a-s ciation, and the work 
iu the county is well maintained. 
Iiev. R. G. Kcyuolds gave a report for Like 
county. 
Have an organization and 10 Sab­ 
bath schools in the county; hold annual meet­ 
ings, and work is eztniiait g. 
Rev. Dr. B utley so ke for Sacramento 
county. 
T heO ur.tv Union was organized 
in 1879; ha- 11 sch ml* that co-operate in the 
U nion; I.G36 scholars, and 153 teachers; 
holds quarterly meetings, with reports from 
all school*, and have entertainments and in­ 
structive lectures and other exercises. 
Rev, Dr. Willey gave a highly encoursging 
acc-.unt of Santa • ’mz county. The County 
Institute was orgauized sb mt eleven yean 
ago. Anuual meetings are held, with re. orts, 
aud discus-inr.s of the work for the year. 
Sunday-schools took the place of church 
worship in nia-y places v.here there are no 
church organizations. 
Calaveras c untv was represented by E. 
Dewitt. 
It bas a lsree number of Sibba’h- 
sohools and no county organization. P art of 
the schools only last during the pleasant 
season of the y e a r. 
An annual picnic of all 
the schools is held. About 200 chihlren are 
in regular attendance. The work in that 
county is not fl itierir g at present. 
Rev. M. Dexter gave an account of the 
Ssbbith-.-chool 
interests 
in 
Humboidt 
county. 
They have a county oigaui/.atiori, 
but not many schools. 
Remarks weie made by W. M Searhy, Dr. 
Thompsm, Dr. Gibson, Dr. Bentley and 
others in favor of an earnest effort to organize 
in each county, and to appoint persons for 
each to accomplish this object, but the matter 
was finally laid over until later in the Con­ 
vention. 
The general services, which wereintersuersed 
with singing, were then disuii.-H“d, and sec­ 
tional meetings were held immediately fol­ 
lowing. 
One of Pastora and Sopt rintendenta 
of Schools, held in the parlors of the church, 
t-» consider ami di-cuss the lieat methods < f 
conducting the seivie-s of Sabbath schools. 
El ler Roberta of San Franci-co presided. 
The other meeting was of teachers, and 
hf Id in the (auditorio n of the church, Mr. 
Trumbull of S ci Francisco in the chair. 
The subject di-cu -ed was the most effective 
m thod of teachi: g aud conducting clavs ex­ 
ercises. 
EVENING SESSION. 
There was a v-ry large attendance at the 
evening ses-i >n. The church was filled to its 
utmost capacity, and hundreds went away, 
unable to get inside the doors. The first 
half hour wa< occupied in a praise service, 
conducted by Mr. and Mrs. S.ebbins and 
Mr. Hyde. 
In addition to the singing partic­ 
ipated in by "he audi n~e, Mr. and Mr*. 
Stebhins sang a- a duet, “ I Shall be Satis­ 
fied.” Mrs. aud Mrs. Stebbins and Messrs. 
Thian and Hyde also sang, as a quartet, 
“ Something for S t us.” 
The topic f ir the evening'» dircmaien, 
“ The Salva'i m of ihe Young People of Cal­ 
ifornia," was the8 announced, and the open­ 
ing address was taa ie by Rev. W. J. Smith, 
of San Francisco. 
He -p ike of the r.ecesrity 
foy earnest ttfort* to turn the yonng of the 
State from present tendencies, and referred 
to the great ntim brol young people confined 
in our criminal }: p'iluti<n.s. There were, he 
eaid. 474 under 19 years of age in the Indus­ 
trial 
School 
at 
San 
Francisco, 
and 
of whom the Sop-rictendent say- four cases 
out of five th« párente, in their carelessness 
and conduct, are to blan e l * these commit­ 
ments. 
At the House of Correction, out of 
939 committed last year, 220 were under 21 


years of age. 
Out of 486 native 
were born in San Francisco. Out of the J30, 
there were 467 who had no occupation, m ere 
were also, out of this 936,559 arrested for peti 
larceny and drunkenness. 
The police reP°r 
of San Franci-co for the year shows about 
22 000 arrests, of which 9,127 were for drunk­ 
enness—a great portion of them young in 
years. 
Out of 85 ÓC0 of school-attending age 
now in San Francisco, 14,835 never attend 
school. There are about 10,000 in Protestant 
Sundav-schools, and other religious influence 
about 35,000, leaving outside of such influence 
about 40,000. In conclusion, he said he was 
hopeful, believing that the necessity of the 
situation wonld insure efforts which would 
soon lighten this dark picture. 
Mr. and Mrs. Stebbins and Messrs. Hyde 
and Thian then sang, *' Wandering Boy,” 
as a duet and quartet. 
Dr. Dwinell was the next speaker : One 
principal reason, he said, why the young 
people are not converted is the want of con­ 
centrating effort upon them, and too great 
separation between the Sabbath School work 
and the church. The two branches lack 
effective unity in the ttf art of leading the 
young in the church. 
James 
Woodworth, Chaplain 
at 
San 
(J leiitin, spoke of the young at that institu­ 
tion and the causes which led them there. 
Rev. Dr. Fiske said the remedy lay in 
three things : Parents have got to resume 
the responsibility of family government, and 
not leave it to the boys and girls themselves 
I t is necessary for the people to resume con­ 
scientious belief iu the penal results of sin, 
both in this world aud the world to come; 
and also to educate our children and the 
people iu dtep laid Christian theism, and not 
neutrality, for to attempt neutrality in this 
matter is to educate in atheism. 
This closed the discussion, and Dr. Gibson 
presented the State Sabbath School cause, 
and a large offering was taken for support of 
the State Association. 
Professor Crabtree of Oakland played as a 
cornet solo, “Are your windows open towards 
Jerusalem,” with organ accompaniment by 
Mr Stebhins. The audience then sang “ All 
hail the power of Jesus’ name,” and followirg 
it were dismissed with the benediction.

A. M., election of State Secretary, Treasurer

The afternoon meeting will open at 2 
o’clock, with topic f r discu sión : “ The 
Necessity for a High Standard of Teaching— 
How Attained ;” 3 P. M , topic : “ The Pri­ 
mary Department—Arrangement of Rooms, 
Methods of Teaching, H e l p s 4:30 P. M., 
question drawer. 
The evening and concluding services of the 
Convention will open at 7:30 with a ve-per 
servics conducted by Mr. aud Mrs. Stebbins 
and Mr. Hyde, and at 8 P. M. Robert Mac­ 
kenzie will díliving the closing sermon ; sub­ 
ject : “ The Holy Spirit.”

choker fraternity; another score of middle- 
aged ladies who give their lives to Christian 
work and the amelioration of mankind 
(what a splendid new missionary field opened 
t ) their astonished gaz■ yesterday); another 
score of grave and good citizens who labor in 
the Sunday-school because they love the best 
of God's creation—the little children—aud 
believe the right way is rather to bend the 
twig than seek to bow the oak, and they saw- 
gnarled, knotty, seared aud legislatively-cal­ 
loused old oaks yesterday waving their leaf­ 
less boughs in a parliamentary sirocco that 
must have convinced them cf the entire cor­ 
rectness of their theory and practice. 


W HA T TH EY D ID N ’T KNOW. 
But whether the House knew it was under 
the critical eyeB of so many representative 
citizens or not, it had its season of ground 
and lofty tumbling all the Eame. A t fir.t 
the Sunday school devotees found the great 
chamber quiet as a grave-yard and the mem­ 
bers like sucking dovtB. The Clerk called 
the roll monotonously; the Chaplain prayed as 
if he meant it, that the good Lord would 
guide the Assemblymen aright, but there 
was a wavering tone in his voice that spoke 
of his little faith that the Lord would under­

good teachers of 
yGuth murmured among theniBelves, “ Be­ 
hold, this is a goodly body of orderly men.” 
A las! they had not counted or: tha deep-dyed 
strategy of a McClure, the smiling subtil tv of 
a Whipple, the organic scarcasra of an Ed­ 
wards, the profundity of a Baker, whose Dem- 
oc.atic faith is ruffled by a spirited Republi­ 
can help mate who is not slow to announce 
her stahvartisnr ; nor did they dream of the 
indescribable grin with which a Howard 
astonishes multitudes as he 
momentarily 
moves to adjourn, or dazzles by the Hath of 
his wit in that remarkable speech, 


“ MR. SPEA K ER , CALL MT N A M E.” 
Nor had they information regarding the 
sprightly Jackson, who loves lawyers and 
recesses, nor the naivete of aCamron, whose 
ingeniousness bursts party bounds and lets 
innumerable cats out of sewed up caucus 
bags ; nor of the impetuosity of Burn», the 
machiavelian watcl-dog over the rights of— 
Burns on the fl >or, and who rank» as the 
mathematical lightning ca'cu’at r of poin's 
of order. Nor had they been told of all the 
thunders that are bound up in the small 
person of the guileless P la tt; nor of the 
boundless drollery and the facetious waggery 
of Lane— in his own estimation. 


TH E O PEN IN G GUN. 
But of all these they soon had ample op­ 
portunity to judge, and the scale» began to 
tumble from their eyes as the legislative 
placidity was first disturbed by the effort of 
a number of sportive representatives to “ get 
off ” under p3y, to go home, or to-day’s pierde.

the meek and submissive executive whose back­ 
bone had so suddenly been made manifest, 
the band began to play, and the representa­ 
tivo body of the great State of California 
beat the floor with its heel», and blistered its 
dignified hands with applause, and exhibited 
its sense of propriety by a hissing that caused 
the meek-eyed Sun Jay-school folks to open 
their optic» for once in their lives, and wonder 
if they hauu’t made a mistake after all, and 
got themselves iuto an ungodly play-h >use. 


TH E SECOND LESSON. 
Thus tho first lesson was read these unsopbis- 
ticatol Christian worker». 
But the second 
one threw it far into the shade, when the un­ 
tamed Modoc from tho lava beds of Siskiyou 
gave the Democratic war whoop and let

make history.” He moved to lay the motion 
on the table, and then the storm broke loos», 
and the Sunday-school folks realized what 
legislative tactics are, and how it is possible 
to sandwich four motions between the edge» 
of one, and prove the abiurdity of tne 
philosophical truth that the smaller can­ 
not contain the greater bulk. McClure 
roovrd a call of the House, and it being or­ 
dered a half-dozen frightenei teach-rs found 
the doors closed and escape from the gladia­ 
torial arena impos ible, and that, too. when 
the roaring lion» had just been turned loose 
to devour Christian martyrs, and 
such. 
Daggett moved to euspend the call (a dozen 
men on their feet wildly gesticulating.) Tire 
Nevada Patterson moved to table the mo­ 
tion ; the Chair cried out that it wouldn’t 
let the House thus be tied hand and foot 
(two dozen men 
now wildly 
gesticulat­ 
ing.)

McClure led on the dogs 
of war with a motion f r a r e c e tT h e n 
there was gathering in hot haste and rallying 
and the bellowing of Burns and tho howling 
of Howard as motion succeeded motion anil 
they were buried each within the womb of 
the other, until the Chair was si pregnant 
with rffirts of the House to resolve, that no 
safe delivery seemed possible, and all the 
lady teachers conrridserated the Speaker, as 
he begged the Hmr*e in th“t honr of his ex­ 
treme trial “ not to tangle the Chair all up.” 


A FINE SCENE. 
McClure urged his rece»s, time was wanted 
to bring back lsggsrds to rtstirrect Bill Ap­ 
portion u.ent. 
Whipple chipped in a point of 
order that belonged to Jackson or Howard or 
Burns, thus infringing their prescriptive 
right, and McDonald moved the previous 
question, and then there broke out a clamor 
as McClure trieJ to speak that put, Bedlam to 
shame,and made the great statue over the char 
drop tears on the no*e of the typical grizzly 
at her feet in pure sorrow.

Ccunts 
were disputed, motions to adjourn trod on 
the heels of cali» of the House, roll calls were 
thicker than blackV-erries in June, and con- 
fu-i n and disorder danced triumphant on 
the fall n dignity of the Assembly of the 
Commonwealth. 
Than the good teachers, 
well over their flight, began to be amused 
anil laughed with all the rest at the eff Tts of

denly the gavel fell at 12:30 r M , and the 
II mse, und. r rule, was in recess.

example of legislative dignity had been given 
the innocent teaohets. anil that was worth 
something, a» well as the ter»e lecture deliv­ 
ered by theSp- aker, in an interim in the con­ 
fusion, on good manners.

The recess i-nlv enab ed tie combatants to 
catch their breath, and in the afternoon the 
war was resumed and—strange fascination—- 
teacher* and divines came again in goodly 
Rum her.

THE 90BEL CASE. 
!■ 
THE COURTS. 


The examination of R. Nobel, upon charge 
of incest, was concluded yesterday. 
The 
principal points of the further testimony was 
as follows: 
Mrs. Wolfe, who resides near the gallery 
on J street, testified to seeing Selma Nofcej 
at the gallery with Weinberg very often, and 
as he was a married man, anticipated it would 
result in evil to the girl. 
John Cop rad, jeweler, upset the reported 
declarations i f Weinberg ard Selma, that 
they were not acquainted until February last, 
(which by shortness of time wonld clear 
Weinberg of criminality in Selma’s present 
condition), by positive testimony that in last 
October Weiuberg examined a ladies’ neck­ 
lace and loqjcet, which he unfortunately 
stated he wished to purchase for “ his Selma.” 
This corroborates other witnesses as to the 
ficto f the acquaintance and familiarity of 
Weinberg and Selma as early as last fall. He 
also selected and purchased a diamond ring 
of witness for a present to Selma last Christ­ 
mas, and asked witness also to speak a good 
word to Nobel about him (Weinberg). 
W it­ 
ness fixed these dates as stated, by referring 
to his books. 
The defendant Nobel was called and cor­ 
roborated Conrad in relation to such n ring, 
Selma saying Weinberg was to give her one, 
and he refused her acceptance of it. 
Miss Palm testified that fhs visited tire 
gallery with Selma last February, when 
Weinberg was very demonstrative iu his af­ 
fections for Selma. She also told witness 
that Weinberg wanted to take her photo­ 
graph while in a state of nudity. 
Selma was again submitted to a rigid crors- 
examination by the attorneys upon both sides 
with an earnest endeavor to obtain the actual 
truth, but she held fast to her previous state­ 
ment, exonerating Weinberg and denying 
improper relations with all others but the 
accused. 
A t the conclusion of the testimony District 
Attorney Buckky referred to the conflicting 
and unsatisfactory testimony in the case, 
which, while it did not necessarily inculpate 
nor exonerate the defendant, was of such na­ 
ture that he did not believe any jury would 
ever find him guilty up ui it, and hence he 
moved his discharge. After remarks by City 
Attorney Anderson of similar import, tho 
•ludge referred briefly to the evidence, to the 
testimony of Selma and V/cinberg being so 
flatly contradicted by several witnesses, and 
in conclusion discharged the defendant.

S E S A T F . 


¡Sacramento, May 11,1881. 
The Senate was called to order at 10 o’clock, Prcsi 
rf,nt Man-fleld in the chair. 
Roll called and a 
ífm nim Drcseut. Minutes read and approved. 
M? Dickiksos offered S. B. 30. to divide the Stats 
senatorial and Assembly district*. 
Th?s bill 
generally the same as S. B. 2. In this, 
w » v c r Trinity is changed from the Second to the 
TWrd Senatorial District, and Kern from the Thirty- 
fifth t ) the Tbirty-sevei th. 
In the Assembly one 
«.«mher is taken from Hum boldt and one from So- 
n0ma and one each added to Placer and San Joa­ 
quin and Ventura is changed from the Seventy- 
üfth to the Seventy fourth. 
Mr Davis offered S. B. 37, for additional appro­ 
priations for the attaches and for the incidental ex­ 
penses of the extra session. The bill was placed on 
the general file. 
. 
Mr. J ohnston, from the conference committoe on 
the road bill, reported th at the committee? of the 
two houses had agreed, and asked th at the disagree­ 
ing amendments be taken up. 
Mr. H ittell inquired if the oommittee had taken 
action on Section 2656, relating to cities and towns, 
and proceeded to argue the m erits of the section. 
Mr. J ohnston raised the point of order th at the 
section referred to was not one of the disagreeing 
amendments. The Chair sustained the point of 
order. 
The amendments allowing the Ruad Overseers to 
draw pay for one hundred days, iu Section 2645; 
adding three new subdivisions to Section 2651 ia 
reference to the validity of contracts, etc., under 
this A ct; striking out the lim it of thirty cents for 
the property tax levy in Section 2654 ; striking out 
the proviso a t the end of Ssction 2746—were con­ 
curred in, and the report of the committee was 
adopted by 21 to 13. 
Mr. Sears moved to reconsider the vote by which 
the Senate refused to pass S. B. 35 (tax levy). 
Mr. 
Brown moved to lay the motion on the table. Lost, 
by 15 to 21. The m otion to reconsider prevailed by 
20 to 15. The Senate, by 20 to 16 not a constitu­ 
tional m ajority—refused to pass the bill. 
Mr. H ittell offered a resolution discharging the 
engrossing clerk of the Senate. 
The reason advanced in favor of the resolution 
was that the incum bent was now' teaching school 
and not attending to his duties. 
The resolution 
was adopted by 29 to 1. 
Mr. Nelson offered a resolution providing for 
extra compensation to the mail carrier, which w*as 
referred to the Committee on Contingent Expenses. 
Mr. Brown offered a reso.ution appointing Miss 
M. E. Brennan engrossing clerk for the balance of 
the session. 
Mr. Ryan moved to lay the m otion on 
the table. 
Lost, by 12 to 21. 
A message from the Assembly announcing the 
concurrence by th at body in the report of the Con­ 
ference Committee on the road bill was read. 
Mr. Wendell offered a substitute for the resolu­ 
tion of Mr. Brown, instructing the Chairman of the 
Engrossment Committee to receipt for bills and to 
secure their engrossment. Carried by 26 to 7. 
At 12:20, on motion of Mr. B aker, the Senate 
took a recess unti> 2 o'clock. 


A fte rn o o n S e ssio n . 
The Senate reassembled at 2 o clock. 
President 
Mansfield in the chair. 
Mr. N eumann moved th at the special order—con­ 
sideration of the G. vem or's veto m essage-he post­ 
poned until 2 o’clock to morrow. 
Lost by 16 to 20. 
The bill was then passed by the fullowiug vote :

At 2:15 a. m., on motion of Mr. Dickinson, the 
Senate adjourned until 10 o’clock to-m orrow m orn­ 
ing.

The Assembly m et at 10 a. m.. Speaker Parks in 
the chair.

A large num ber of members asked for leave of ab­ 
sence far different periods, when Mr. H artso n ob­ 
jected to leave being granted. The House could not 
do business without the presence of the members. 
There had been too much granting of leave of ab- 
sonoe already. 
The House would soon be left with 
so few members th at it could not transact business 
The business of the State should he done, or else 
the Legislature should adjourn sine die. 
Mr. May 
said the great trouble had been absenteeism. 
But 
for th at the Legislature could long since have con­ 
cluded its business, and had adjourned with some 
credit to itself and to the people.

would vote against leave to any now present, but 
favored excusing those absent.

W hat has the Governor to do with 
the legislative departm ent ? To call the Houses 
together and name the subjects to lie considered, 
and to approve or disapprove the bills they pass. 
There aleue are his duties. 
But in this message 
he has departed from all precedent in the history 
of all of the States. The settled law and usage is 
that if the Governor have objections as to the va­ 
lidity of the bill it is his duty and privilege to re­ 
tu rn the bill and give his reasons; or, if it is a grave 
question of State policy, he may do l:kewise. These 
representatives each represent a given num ber of 
the people, and the voice of these houses is their 
voice, and when the Governor attem pts to lecture 
the members of these houses like school boys as 
to 
their duty, 
he 
puts 
an 
indignitj*, not 
upon the representatives alone, bu t upon the peo­ 
ple 
whom 
they 
represent, 
and 
for 
one 
he felt it to be his duty to objtct t »it aud enter his 
protest against the infringem ent made bv the mes­ 
sage. 
[Loud applause ] Mr. D el V alle said the 
people well knew sixty daj'a were too few to do the 
necessary legislative business. 
All adm itted that, 
and an extra session became a necessity. 
Prior to 
the adjournm ent of the regular session the Gov­ 
ernor sent in a message urging the passage of the 
appropriation hill, and pointing out the great neces­ 
sity of action on it then, and Mr. Lone at once made

wc do not tre a t them harshly we are accused of hav­ 
ing sold out to them . 
As this has been the expe­ 
rience of every Railroad Commission th at has been 
organized, however, perhaps we ought not to he 
surprised a t it. In effect it is a mode of treatm ent 
which has determ ined us upon the erection of a 
standard of equity to which we could attach our­ 
selves w ithout harboring a doubt, and as a result 
we have simply undertaken to arbitrate fairly be­ 
tween the public and the transportation agencies. 
The solution of the railroad problem is not to be 
expected in a short time, however. 
There arc evils 
and abuses connected with it w’hich do not as yt t 
yield to the only forms of treatm ent which reason 
and experience sanction. 
It is open to the dan­ 
gers w hich the exercise of great powers engender. 
The same may be said of every form of hum an en­ 
terprise, uo doubt, hu t it has been more publicly 
discussed in the case of the railroads because of the 
anomalous nature of their le¿al relations to the 
State. 
All 
violent and summary attem pts to 
do 
away 
with 
these evils 
and abuses have 
hitherto failed, and have brought disaster upon 
the 
public, 
in 
whose 
interests 
they 
were 
made. 
These 
lessons 
could 
not 
be 
lost 
upon such as were earnestly desirous of adjust­ 
ing the issue if possible, w ith the utm ost advantage 
to the people. We have conscientiously investigated 
the subject placed in our hands, and have done the 
best th at seemed possible under the circumstances. 
The success thus gained by reasonable methods and 
equitable principles justifies us in anticipating that 
uo greater difficulty will be experierced in bringing 
about still fu rth er reductions in freight rates, and 
also in reducing passenger rates, as the growth of 
the State enlarges the volume of transportation, and 
thus increa e3 the ratio of profits to cost of opera­ 
tion.
